CHICAGO, Til, Sept. 9.—The rail- 
foad company executives meeting 
here have announced that they will 
demand an additional 10 per cent 
wage cut, a total of 20. per cent 
tounting the cut which went into ef- 
fect in February this year.

Then Czech Gov't Ex- 
pells Engdahl and Her 


(Cable By Inprecorr.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 9.—J. Louis Eng- 
dahl and Mrs. Ada Wright, mother 
of one of the Scotsboro boys, were 
expelled from Czechoslovakia oa oe 
order never to return. 


Mrs. Wright spent three of four 
nights in jail under the strict 
regime. The money given her to buy 
food was confiscated. Engdahl was 
arrested twice and expelled as an 
‘wmndesirable foreigner.” The Red 
Aid .organization was prohibited in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Both Engdahl and Mrs. Wright 
are now in Vienna. 


As the date for the hearing on the 
Scottsboro case approaches (the 
hearing will take place on October 
10), the workers of the United States 
must develop a veritable storm of 
protest against the frame-tup of the 
Negro boys. The fight for their im- 
mediate release must be intensified 
right here at home, as it is being 
sharpened in Europe through the 
tour of Engdah! and Mrs. Wright.
